It was well placed near additional unused 
land and far enough from the city to allow 
the storage of powder and the loading and 
testing of ammunition. 


The work of preparation was started imme­ 
diately. The automobile machinery in the 
plant, which could not be used, was dismantled 
and put elsewhere. It was replaced by new and 
different equipment. A specialized laboratory 
was installed and staffed w'ith engineers, metal­

w dely diversified staff. Production executives 
and specialists were also selected from our ow n 
personnel. W hile the factory' was being pre­ 
pared for production, the Frankford arsenal 


assisted the training of these production spe­ 
cialists who, in turn, were to train the workers 
and supervise the operation of the many de­ 
partments of the plant. 


The first finished ammunition produced in 
this newly organized plant went on test in 
May, 1942. The cartridge cases were then 
made of brass. Brass is an extremely vital war 
material.

of a long sea voyage and to resist successfully 
the humidity of the tropics and the sub-zero 
temperatures of the Arctic?
